The last depression brought to the fiela of numigmatics a nev 

headache, although not as complicated as the commemorative half loliar . 
trackets", This is the depression scrip, These pieces of paper served 
a very real need at a time when money was scarce, during the depression 
ahd thus are truly deserving of 2 place in the collections of numis-— 
matists. 


The scrip issues were largely in tne dollar denominations. although 
some are for ten cents and others for twenty dollars or more, Some were 
redeemed by a system of tax stamps attached to the reverse. . The scrip 
note required enough stamps to equal about 105% of the face value. Tae 
5% paid the cost of the issue. ther scrip notes were issued at ftce 
and redeemed at face, the issuers hoping some of the notes would be 
kept as reminders of the period and not redeemed thus paying for the 
issue, 


In many instances, the scrip issues were very successful, and in 
others, they did not get along so well. The scrip notes were spent 
for labot and other payments, and when most of the notes collected in 
the leading stores on Saturday night, the stores got "shaky" and re- 
fused them. As soon as the notes were refused by the leading local 
merchants, the townspeople lost confidence in the plan and it "fell 
through", The systems of issuing the scrip were basically sound, ‘but 
depended upon local support; and when the support fell down the scrip eG 
became a white elephant. 


The "chase for scrip" is very interesting, and the items are very 
illusive. In some cases two parties in a community will "Blame " each 
other for the issues and the collector can get¥S8atisfactory informatin 


from either party, even. though the scrip collector knows that an issue 
wis prin eq and’ put into circulation. . dae .

The election and otner business matters will be con+ 
ducted following the Sunday noon Banquet. 
25 Coin Cases Given IA 

Burlington's Chamber of CGomuerce gave Ted Hammer President of the Iowa 
Numismatic association, 35 coin cases, 26 by 26 inches in size, for 
his work on conventions, and he has turned them over to tne INA. These 
are to be distributed among Iowa's local clubs, and it will be up to 
them to see that they get to the semi-annual conventions for use there 
-— the principal use for them. This will give us over 40 cases for the 
spring meeting in Burlington and we have the promise of 25 metal ones 
in addition, to be shown by a Chicago dealer and manufatturer. In 
addition, many INA members rapidly are obtaining their own, The cases 
provided by the Burlington C of C cost on tne average of $1,40 each 
for material alone.
